Hava: a, Sept, 26.—The Cuban re­ 
public today stands on the verge of a 
second period of American interven­ 
tion. 
The Moderate party , which nix 
weeks ago was in absolute control of 
every offhfc In the island, national, 
provfht h r and municipal, Is determ in­ 
ed to abd|cate every thing and compel 
the United States to intervene. 
In 
fact, every government official from 
President 
Palma down, Is sincerely 
anxious to force such 
Intervention 
rather than y ield to any one of the 
term s offered by the* Liberal party and 
those In arm s against the government. 
At the close of a meeting of fifty 
of the Moderate leaders held last even­ 
ing, it was announced tha t President 
Palma. Vice President Mendez Capote 
and the Moderate senators and repre­ 
sentatives would all resign their of­ 
fices and tnat President Palma would 
call a meeting of congress for Friday 
and place the resignations in its hands. 
All the Moderate palace officials con­ 
cede that intervention 
is at hand. 
They appear fairly satisfied with that 
course as against delivering the gov­ 
ernm ent of the island to their adver­ 
saries. 
All the members of the cabinet and 
the heads of departm ents have pre­ 
sented their resignations to President 
Palma. 
He has accepted them, but 
the officers will retain their positions 
until the resignation of the president 
has been presented to congress. 
The I.iheral leaders characterize the 
conduct of the government as treason 
to the republic, while Secretary of 
W ar Taft regards it as an unw arrant­ 
ed and dishonorable attempt to force 
the hand of the United States into 
intervention. 
This, it has been stat­ 
ed, is precisely what the Roosevelt 
adm inistration has been most anxious 
to avoid. 
It is still just barely possi­ 
ble that President Roosevelt, through 
Secretary Taft and Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State Paeon, may y et arrange 
to establish the Liberals in control of 
the Cuban government, but this is 
regarded only as the remotest sort of 
possibility . 
With either party install­ 
ed In power there would still remain 
a condition of deplorable dissatisfac­ 
tion and unrest, and there appears 
nothing 
whatever 
to promise relief 
rive full control by the United States. 
The real feeling at the palace Is one 
of relief In the prospect that the ad 
varaariea of the government will not 
wdn 
even 
though 
the 
government 
loses, combined with the satisfaction 
that the United States will be obliged 
to take over Cuba indefinitely and pos­ 
sibly forever. 
President Palma has called a special 
session of congress for Friday , when 
he will present the resignations of 
himself and Vice President Mendez 
Capote. The Moderates, however, will 
not attend that session of congress, 
for in their hurriedly called national 
Moderate 
assembly 
last 
evening, 
they decided unanimously simply to 
quit forthwith. 
They will not even 
attend 
the 
approaching session 
or 
have any thing more to do with the 
government of Cuba, alleging that 
they have been unjustly treated by 
President Roosevelt's commissioners. 
This determination is taken by Messrs 
Taft and Bacon, however, as another 
indication that the Moderate leaders 
since they can no longer control the 
government 
themselves, 
are 
deter­ 
mined at w hatever cost that the Lib­ 
erals shall not, now' or hereafter, ob­ 
tain control.

Rushville ami Rush oouittv people 
who have friends and relatives in the 
date prslon can w rite to them wit It 
<oti fid cnee that stern prison officials 
will not first read the tender missive 
,i s<m> if it is of a suitable nature to 
!»o delivered 
no 
the convict. 
This 
comas from the recent ruling of the at 
torney general of the United States, 
in which it is declared that prison 
tufchoritives have no legal right to 
open the mail of prisoners w ithout 
the consent of the person to whom the 
letter is addressed. 
The ruling was 
made upon the request of Supt Whit 
raker of the Jeffersonville Reforma 
t orv. 
The at tor m % gemtral in spanking of 
the cnstom of wardens to 
o]m*h the 
mail of prisoners as a precautionary 
measure s a y s : 
“ To allow the letters to be opened 
iv an officer not in charge of the pris­ 
oner amt then to be returned in a m u­ 
tilated condition, thus 
endangering 
rtie safe delivery of the letters and 
uch inclosures as it may contain, and 
this, too, because 
the 
officer 
has 
tailed to advise himself before open­ 
ing the letter that be cannot deliver 
it, is an outrage 
ujhui the rights of 
the prisoner.” 
Another passage of the decision of 
the attorney general of the U nited 
States In the interest» of the poetoffice 
lep&rtment, s a y s : 
“ A letter once placed in the pist- 
iftice ts in the custody of the d e pa rt­ 
ment for transm ission and delivery to 
the party addressed, 
N either 
post­ 
master nor officer of the law has any 
lufehority to open it under the pretext 
hat there m ight be som ething im prop­ 
er or very crim inal in it or that it 
would aid in the direction of furn ish­ 
ing evidence in the 
conviction of 
iffenders against the law. 
A letter 
if a crim inal must therefor© be d e ­ 
livered to him unless be may o ther­ 
wise direct. ”
